ORCHID CACTI or Epiphyllums bear the showiest blossoms of all cacti. The flowers 

are very large, from 5 to 10 inches in diameter, and in the brightest pink, violet, 
orange, white and vivid bicolors imaginable. They bear no spines, as they are not 
desert plants, but are found growing on trees and rocks along with Orchids and Bro- 
meliads. They have been vastly improved in color and size in recent years. The 
flowers now last several days and even Orchids pale beside their glorious coloring. 
The delicate petals are like satin, the colors fresh and brilliant. They vary considerably 
in shape. Some starry, others bowl shaped, with wide overlapping petals. 


Culture. In general they should be treated very much as one would ferns or begonias or even 
geraniums, This is understandable when one remembers they are not desert plants but native to the 
warm upland forests of Mexico and Central America. They enjoy a soil of gritty sand, leafmold and 
sandy, rich loam in about equal proportions. An average plant as shipped should have about a 
4-inch pot until well established. Give plenty of fresh air, a well lighted position and water moder- 
ately when dry. Winter them cool at about 50 degrees. They flower in April and May.

ECHINOCACTUS 


Fascinating Barrel Cacti 


HE BARREL CACTI form a large natural group, including most of those with round or short 

stems and bearing accordion-like ridges or sometimes chins or nipples. They are found from 
the United States all the way down to Patagonia. Mexico is particularly rich in the larger kinds. 
Many bear lovely blossoms, as the Rebutias, Notocacti, Parodias, Chin Cacti, etc. | have described 
here also most globular kinds, though technically some are more closely related to the Cerei. 
The pleated effect of the ridged stems, well shown by Bishop’s Cap, opposite, allows them to 
expand rapidly without bursting when the rains fall. The flowers are regular and wheel shaped 
generally, though not always, borne among the younger areoles at the top. Those bearing nipples 
often have the flowers on the tips, as does the curious Leuchtenbergia. They grow from sea 
level to high in the mountains, for in the Andes | found them as high as 14,000 feet, where 
it is cold even in Summer. The blossoms of these mountain species are of lovely bright colors. 
It was interesting to find them in such unlikely places. Surprising to me also so high, were the 
emerald green parakeets. The whole group are most interesting to the fancier. The beauty and 
symmetry of even the smallest seedling plus their handsome flowers make them unsurpassed.

A® an old Mamillaria fan perhaps I am prejudiced but I know of no other group of plants that gives one so 
much pleasure to grow and collect. There are endless varieties and new ones are continually turning up. 
They are fine for collectors with limited space, for you can grow mature specimens on the window ledge which will 
flower and fruit yearly. Some are lovely because of the intricate, almost geometrical pattern of their spines and 
nipples. Others for their bright colored spines in yellow, white, black and red. Some with long white hair or 
with feathered spines. Some are solitary, others form many headed clusters, others form mounds, the heads so 
closely compressed as to be hexagonal. Most are native to Mexico, though they are found south to Colombia. 
They grow from the salty sands of the beaches to the high mountains. Many hide in the scanty shade of the 
chaparral or cluster on the steep brush clad walls of desert barrancas. The flowers are often lovely in pink red, 
yellow or white, and some are to be found in bloom at every season. Often the seed pods are brilliant red. 
Their culture is very simple, liking a sandy loam with some leafmold and sand with a sprinkling of charcoal. 
Any well lighted window receiving sun is suitable.
